The members o f the state bo ard o f 
tax co mmissio ners are co nsidering 
the advisability o f appraising real 
estate in the state at its full value in­ 
stead o f a fractio n o f the value as it 
is no w appraised. 
This chang e is o f 
much impo rtance to land o wners, and 
the actio n o f the state bo ard will be 
watched with interest. 
The members o f the bo ard believe 
that this plan will reduce the amo unt 
o f sequestered pro perty as all taxa­ 
ble* will be placed upo n the same ba­ 
sis. 
Perso ns kno wn to have co nsid­ 
erable 
mo ney invested 
in 
sto cks, 
bo nds, mo rtg ag es and o ther securi­ 
ties have to ld members o f the bo ard 
that they will keep their securities 
hidden until such time as the taxing 
o fficials o f the state and co unty re­ 
adjust 
pro perty 
appraisements so 
that there will be an equalizatio n o f 
taxes. 
The man with $10,000 cash, 
it h a s been represented to tin* bo ard,; 


ue, then readjust the valuatio n o f 
o ther pro perty with land values as a 
basis. 
With the new appraisements 
in the bands o f the co unty , city and 
to wnship o fficials at the clo se o f the 
y ear, new tax rates co uld be estab­ 
lished to meet the chang ed appraise­ 
ment co nditio ns, and no citizen wo uld 
be co mpelled to pay an unjust amo unt 
o f taxes. 
It is believed, fo o , that the 
appraisement wo uld enable the g en­ 
eral assembly to lo wer the state tax 
rate in the leg islative sessio n o f 19 13, 
instead o f pro viding fo r increasing it, 
as is no w co ntemplated serio usly in 
so me quarters. 
The chief beneficial results that 
wo uld fo llo w such pro po sed readjust­ 
ment o f land values, bo ard members 
believe, wo uld be the vo luntary list­ 
ing o f pro perty 
no w 
sequestered. 
Members o t the bo ard believe that 
millio ns o f do llars wo uld find their 
way to the tax duplicates as so o n as 
it was pro ved that the taxing o fficials 
desired to establish an equitable sy s­ 
tem o f valuatio n.

The law g o verning the appraise­ 
ment o f taxable pro perty requires 
that real estate be listed at its market 
value, but the law has no t been fo l­ 
lo wed. 
Virtually all the real estate 
appraisement is in the hands o f the 
co unty bo ards o f review, and reap­ 
praisement is made every five y ears. 
In fo rmer appraisements the co unty 
bo ards have alway s kept the assess­ 
ment lo w because o f a belief o n the 
part o f the land o wners that the 
o nly way they co uld be justly treated 
in the matter o f pay ing taxes was to 
g ive the land a lo w appraisement in 
o rder to establish a pro per relative 
value with the appraisement o f eo r- 
po ratio n pro perty . 
To chang e the metho d o f apprais­ 
ing land values wo uld upset the lo ng 
established sy stem and the tax bo ard 
members who are discussing the pro ­ 
po sed new plan hesitate to speak 
definitely o n the subject.

The 
African elephant extended 100 years 
ago all over South Africa, and in the 
days of the Carthaginians was found 
near the Mediterranean shore, wlist 
in prehistoric (late pleistocene) times 
it existed in the south of Spain and in 
Sicily. 
Now it is confined to the more 
central and equatorial zone of Africa, 
and is yearly receding before the in­ 
cursions and destructive attacks of 
civilized man.

Large Machine Will Increase Power at 
St. Denis Station 20, 000 
Horsepower. 


A Paris electric company has Just 
ordered for the power station at St. 
Denis, which supplies power for the 
j Metropolitan railway and for the light­ 
ing of a part of the city, a turbine gen­ 
erator 
capable 
of 
yielding 
20,000 
horsepower. 
It will be of the mixed 
Brown 
Boveri-Parsons 
type. 
The 
steam will first impinge directly on a 
disc with one or more rows of blades, 
and then its energy will be exhausted 
by a series of Parsons reaction discs. 
This arrangement permits a consid- 
! erable reduction in length as com­ 
pared with turbines of the pure Par­ 
sons type, and in the present case has 
the advantage of enabling the new 
generating set to be erected in a space 
that has been reserved for a set of 
8,000-10,000 
horsepower, 
similar 
to

will be coupled to a three-phase gen­ 
erator yielding currant at 10,250 volts 
and 29 periods at a speed of 750 r. p.

To begin with, they effect reproduc­ 
tion of their kind by gem mation, or 
budding, and by true ova or eggs. The 
United States governm ent has recent­ 
ly published a learned little pamph­ 
let by a North Carolina professor on 
the feasibility of “raising sponges from 
the eggs.”

basis, loses his cilia and his oval farm 
and flattens down Into a minute In­ 
crustation on the rock or other base, 
spreading out into an irregular shape. 
This becomes a true sponge in funda­ 
m ental structure, but without repro­ 
ductive organs, and the length of time 
required to reach the adult stage is 
not yet known. 
If a living sponge is cut with a knife 
and the severed portions placed to­ 
gether, even In a new position, they 
speedily reunite; 
but if the portions

It is probable that the prog­ 
ress of science and the enormous in­ 
crease in all kinds of sanitary and an­ 
tiseptic precautions will largely di­ 
minish the use of sponges, as has been 
already the case for hospitals, toilet 
purposes, etc.

This work is carried on in 
the large warehouses which the buy­ 
ers maintain 
at

along the coast. 
Unfortunately, other 
processes are also employed, such as 
loading, to increase the weight, rock 
salt, glucose, m olasses, lead, gravel, 
sand and stone being all used, accord­ 
ing to the governm ent’s official report. 
These substances are mixed with wa­ 
ter in water-tight bins and the sponges 
immersed in them until they are thor­ 
oughly soaked. 
They are then run 
through a nordinary clothes-wringer 
or laid on an inclined rack and al­ 
lowed to drain Into the bins. The more 
conscientious buyers are obliged to 
resort to these m easures in order to 
com pete with their 
less 
scrupulous 
business rivals. The bleaching is done 
at the large w holesale houses or by 
the jobbers In the trade, and as lime 
and acids are used, this process weak­ 
ens the fiber and shortens the useful­ 
ness of the sponge.

less method of bleaching employed by

The new internal revenue tax on 
smoking and chewing tobacco went 
into effect £t midnight, June 30, the 
tax being increased from six to eight 
cents per pound. 
Cigars, with the ex­ 
ception of the sm all cigars weighing 
not more than three pounds per thou­ 
sand, are not subject to the increased 
tax. 
The tax on the sm all cigars Is 
increased from 54 to 75 cents per thou­ 
sand. 
The tax on cigarettes weighing not 
more than three pounds per thousand 
in packages containing 5, 8, IO, 15, 
20, 50 and IOO little cigarettes will be 
increased from 54 cents to 75 cents 
per 1,000.

The agricultural wealth 
of 
that 
vast region lying w est of the Missouri 
river was first made known by men 
who were poor in worldly goods, but 
rich in those physical and mental en­ 
dowm ents which go to make up the 
best type of citizenship. Their poverty, 
unfortunately compelled them to make 
use of the cheapest methods in render­ 
ing the arid lands productive. W ater 
was led from the nearest stream in a 
plow furrow and the Irrigator In wet 
feet tried to spread it over the field 
by use of a shovel. 
The small and 
cheap equipment, consisting 
of 
a 
w alking plow’ and shovel, has given 
place to a large number of imple­ 
m ents, and the sim ple, laborious man­ 
ner of applying water has been broad­ 
ened out into more than a half dozen 
standard methods, yet in studying the 
latest improvem ents it is evident that 
many of them are mere m akeshifts 
and that much remains to be done be­ 
fore the w’ater of western stream s is 
efficiently and econom ically appliled 
to arid lands. 


One of the popular forms of irriga­ 
ting orchard trees In the arid regions 
is called the basin method, which is 


’ in all essential features very much 
like the check method 
of irrigating 
a field of alfalfa. 
Orchards are pre­ 
pared for Irrigation 
by

method by forming ridges of the loose 
earth midway between 
the rows of 
trees in both directions. 
These ridges 
are 
made 
with 
ordinary 
walking 
plows by 
throwing up two furrows 
or else by a ridger. 
W hen the top 
soil is light and free from weeds only 
the ridger is required, but in more 
compact soils and on soils covered 
with weeds the surface should 
first 
be disked. 
This method is well ad­ 
apted to the warmer portions of Cal­ 
ifornia, 
Texas, 
Arizona, 
and 
N ew 
Mexico, where the winter irrigation 
of orchards is becom ing fixed prac­ 
tise. 
Water is then abundant and 
large quantities can be applied when 
the land is thus formed into sm all 
compartments.

How to Judge Results 


tI 


If it were possible to tell the exact results of a given adver­ 
tisement many mooted questions about advertising could be settled. 
An impression may last for months and finally bear results for the 
advertiser. 
Many readers of newspapers and magazines have a 
definite idea about an article or store with which they are 
acquainted only through the advertisements they have seen. 
While it is true it is hard to be exact as to results, it is pos­ 
sible to learn more than many suppose. 
The average merchant sees 
results only when he makes a big cut in prices and by advertising 
the fact fills his store with people on the date of the sale. If adver­ 
tising gets results of this kind, is it not plausible to presume that 
the daily business may be toned up in the same way? 
Mow suppose the merchant is a grocer. 
He has a small trade 
in a very high grade (and also high priced) brand of coffee which 
he has handled for years. 
He decides to advertise it. 
Let him 
keep account of his sales in this coffee for a given period and then 
suppose he run in one newspaper a suitable ad. 
After this ad has 
been used for a time, compare the sales with the number made in 
the original period. 
Then try the ad in another paper, and again 
make comparisons. 
In other words, let him experiment for his 
own satisfaction as to methods and mediums. 
A man judges a 
pair of shoes by the way they wear, but he knows how they wear 
by observing the service they give. 
No merchant will know any­ 
thing about the results of advertising unless he makes observations 
upon what he spends for it as he does on what lie spends for shoes. 


KEEP EVERLASTINGLY AT IT 


Persistent Advertising Will Pay Bet­ 
ter Than An Occasional Broad­ 
side Advertisement. 


A furious shower does not soak in 
so well as a steady rain. 
A double- 
column advertisement once a year is 
not so good as one inch 52 times a 
year. 
The parallel is fitting. 
The time is ripe to make a contract 
for a steady rain of advertising. 
Let 
the water begin to fall. 
It will be­

weeks lengthen into months, you have 
watered your entire territory, and the 
ground will give forth abundance of 
fruit. 
Don’t get funny at this argument, 
and say that after awhile things would 
get too muddy.

The city merchants are reaching out 
on all the rural routes through exten­ 
sive advertising in the city dailies, and 
eapturing business which rightfully 
belongs to the country merchants if 
they will only go after this trade and 
use the same weapon that the city 
merchants do—advertising. 
Figure how much you are going to 
appropriate for advertising during the 
year. 
Divide it by 52, and take so 
much for each week. 


Heralds the Town’s Character. 
It is noticeable that the editors in 
the smaller towns are advising their 
m erchants to do more and better ad­ 
vertising. 
They are not giving this 
advice for pelf, as many imagine. The 
character of the town 
is 
heralded 
through the advertisement which ap­ 
pears in its local papers as well as 
editorials. 
The editors of these pa­ 
pers know very well that the prosper­ 
ity of the town depends in a great de­ 
gree upon the publicity given by the 
different m erchants to their 
goods. 
The merchants, by liberal and 
judi­ 
cious advertising, would not only In­ 
crease his own business, but would 
also materially assist the prosperity of 
the town. 
By advertising in his local 
paper, the m erchant would eliminate 
to a great extent the outside compe­ 
tition of which he now complains. The 
people have to be shown that they can 
obtain as good merchandise in their 
own town as they can get elsewhere, 
and the way to do this is by advertis­ 
ing in your local paper.

And how is a man to gain that pub­ 
licity and thereby attain the success 
he wants unless he advertises? 


THE VALUE OF ADVERTISING 


None of the Well-Known 'Baking or 
Toilet Powedrs Would Be as Good 
in Other Cans. 


Dump out a can of popular baking 
powder, put It in a can with an un­ 
known name and you can hardly sell 
it at any price. 
The powder is just 
the same. 
The additional value Is in 
the name. 
Recently an estate was of­ 
fered 
$1,000,000 
for 
the 
name— 
"Talcum Powder” and the 
use 
of 
his picture. 
There Is no secret in the 
powder. 
Any good chemist can du­ 
plicate it. 
Without doubt, to discon­ 
tinue advertising either of these pro­ 
ducts for one year would seriously Im­ 
pair their trade value, possibly de­ 
stroy it entirely. 
The same rule governs the adver­ 
tising of retail stores. 
Floating trade 
—from 
the 
sidewalk—will 
always 
amount to something, but only contin­ 
uous advertising will assure continu­ 
ous business from people who other­ 
wise would never know of your exist­ 
ence. 
Why do small advertisers fail? 
Be­ 
cause they overlook one or more of 
the basic principles of the science. 
There are four things for the adver­ 
tiser always to bear in mind—first, 
having something to advertise; sec­ 
ond, put your m atter in such form that 
it will attract the eye; third, select 
a medium that will reach the 
pur­ 
chaser, and, fourth, stand back of 
your advertisement. 
No one of these 
principles can be violated without sac­ 
rificing the value of the ad. 
Have something advertised. 
Have 
a stock that will sell—things that peo 
pie want, things that are new, things 
that have value. 
It is useless to ad­ 
vertise to get people into your store 
and then have nothing to show them 
Don’t always try to 
advertise 
the 
whole 
store at once. 
Select some 
part of It and then go it strong and 
have fhe goods on hand when the pros­ 
pective purchased arrives. 
Put your ad. into some form that it 
will attract the eye. 
In this day and 
age of the world people don’t have 
time to read a whole newspaper to 
find out what you have to say about 
your goods.

demonstration in Chicago

day. 
A man whose wife is somewhere in 
the shopping crowd of a big store can 
be located instantly by tho new de­ 
vice, it is promised, and as 
a word 
spoken into the transm itter can be 
heard in every room with which the 
instrument is connected, it may be 
used to call trains in railway stations 
and to spread a fire alarm throughout 
a large building. 
From the fifth floor of one building 
to the third of another was the dis 
tance in the test, but a distance of 900 
miles from Pittsburg 
to 
Columbus, 
Ohio, and back to Pittsburg, has been

Food for Cows is Wasted 


i t 
Governor 
Brown 
of 
Georgia 
Tells 
Farmers Method of Pulling Fod­ 
der Is Costly One. 


Atlanta, Ga.—Governor Brown is a 
strong believer in the conservation of 
the national resources and a foe to 
waste. 
On the simple m atter of corn­ 
stalks Governor Brown figures that 
Georgia is throwing away enough feed 
to keep a million head of cattle. 
It is a well-known fact that while 
the farmers of Georgia pull the leaves 
from the corn for fodder, leaving the 
stalk standing to support the ear of 
corn, through the northern and west­ 
ern states it is the custom to cut the 
stalk down, shock It up and then to 
shred it for caGle feed after the corn 
has been taken off. 
Governor Bri.wn is of the opinion 
that the method now in vogue in this 
state of pulling fodder is an exceed­ 
ingly wasteful one and he would wel­ 
come the introduction 
of 
shredding 
machines as a saving to farmers of 
millions of dollars annually. 
‘‘The impression 
prevails 
among 
our farmers," the governor said, "that 
the corn would shrivel up if the stalk 
were cut down. Such is not the case. 
When the fodder is pulled the corn­ 
stalk dies and dies just as quickly as 
if the plant had been cut down. 
"The leaves on the stalk are 
the 
lungs of the plant and when they are 
stripped off the plant dies. Heretofore 
cornstalks have been considered a nui­ 


sance on the land and they are gener­ 
ally raked up and burned. Now there 
are probably a ton of com stalks to 
an acre. 
A ton and a half would be a 
nearer estimate. 
With 5,000,000 acres 
in Georgia planted in corn the stalk 
waste 
would 
be 
sufflctent to carry 
through the winter a million head of 
cattle. 
Think how much this would 
mean to the Georgia farmer in meat 
value, to say nothing of the manure.

Marshfield, Ore.—J. O. Stemmier of 
Myrtle Point, has demonstrated that 
tea can be grown successfully in Coos 
county.

He secured from the government 
Japanese tea plants and had no trou­ 
ble in making the crop thrive and pro­ 
duce well.

Albany street on both sides as far as 
Randolph street playground a few min-} 
utes after 6 o'clock last night, and be­ 
fore midnight more than two acres of 
property were laid waste and a damage 
of more than a million dollars done. 
Twelve buildings were destroyed and 
twice that number damaged by the 
fire. 
Six alarms brought out all the 
apparatus in the city, and in response 
to calls for aid, engines and help came 
from thirteen cities and towns sur­ 
rounding Boston. 
When the fire started a west wind 
was blowing that sent blazing embers 
a quarter of a mile away from the 
; Blacker & Shepard company’s wharf, 
where It began. 
The fire crossed Do­ 
ver and Albany streets on both corners 
within five minutes. 
The firemen arrived to find a fierce 
I blaze eating its way through the im­ 
mense piles of lumber along the wharf. 
The entire 
100.000 
square feet of 
ground was a blazing mass. 
The Blacker & Shenard company oc­ 
cupied the major portion of the burned 
areas, though the American Coal com­ 
pany and the Downs Lumber company 
had a small part of It. 
Sixty people were driven fro/n small 
tenements, and by order of Mayor Fitz­ 
gerald the public baths on Dover street 
were thrown open for their shelter. 
Over 1,000 firemen were kept busy for 
hours. 
While the general-alarm fire in the 
south end was at its height the flve- 
story brick building at 55-59 High 
street burned and the damage is esti­ 
mated at more than $75,000.
